Nine in­ 
troductory essays deal with the New 
Testament 
world—times, 
nations, 
religions, cultures, tile life and 
teachings of 
Jesus, the 
life anti 
work of Paul, the organization and 
character of the early church, the 
formation of the New Testament, 
its manuscript sources, the out­ 
standing doctrines of the New Tes­ 
tament, its chronology, and there is 
a practical essay on teaching the 
New Testament. Twenty-eight Lu­ 
theran writers have contributed to 
the book, which was projected by 
the Parish 
and Church School 
Board of 
the 
United 
Lutheran 
Church. 
Dr. Abdel Ross Wentz 
writes the chapter on “The Begin­ 
nings of the 
Christian Church”; 
Dr. Raymond T. Stamm, "Tile His­ 
torical Relationships of the New 
Testament” and “The Gospel of 
Mark”; Dr. John Aberly, “The Acts,” 
and, in collaboration with the ed­ 
itor, “The Gospel of Luke," Profes­ 
sor W. C. Waltemyer, 
“The First 
Epistle of Peter,” and Doctor Alle­ 
man, “The Gospel of John, and the 
Epistles of John." Mention is made 
cf editorial assistance given by the 
Rev. John E. Sanderson and the 
Rev. Donald R. Heiges. There are 
twelve Gettysburg 
college alumni 
among the writers. 
The first printing comprises 2,000 
editions.

Last Surviving Officer of 
Pickett's Division Dies; 
Planned Reunion Here, ’38 


Guy Lawrence 
Guy 
Lawrence, 
41, 
Irishtown 
huckster and World war veteran, 
died at his home Sunday morning 
at 10:30 o’clock from complications. 
He had been ill all summer and was 
bedfast the past month. 
He had served overseas during the 
(Continued on Page Two) 
sixth Virginia regiment, Garnett’s 
brigade, Pickett’s Division, Long- 
atreet’s Corps, Army of Northern 
Virginia. He fought in all the ma­ 
jor engagements of the war and was 
shot three times, He led ills com­ 
pany in Pickett’s famous charge 
here on the Afternoon of July 3, 1863, 
and saw most of his men killed or 
wounded in the engagement. 
He 
lived to be the last surviving officer 
of the Division. 
After the war Captain Nelson be­ 
came one of the original Texas 
Rangers and participated in Hie In­ 
dian battle of Lost Valley, a battle 
between tile Rangers and the Com­ 
anche Indians. In the engagement 
tile Rangers became surrounded by 
the Indians and Captain Nelson led 
the cl large tiiat broke the ring of 
Indian warriors. 
General Evans, in notifying Sen­ 
ator Rice of Captain Nelson’s death, 
said: "With his death goes half of 
my desire to attend Hie reunion. I 
am heartbroken." 


Captain Frank W. 
Nelson, of j 
Riclimond, Va., last surviving officer | 
of Pickett’s Division in the Battle j 
of Gettysburg, died at the age of 93 | 
and was buried on Sunday with all j 
the ritual and color of the Confed­ 
eracy. 
With the burial of Captain Nelson 
went his most recent ambition and 
wish—to attend tile reunion of the 
Blue and Gray during the observ­ 
ance of the 75th anniversary of the 
Battle of Gettysburg. 
Captain Nelson and General Wil­ 
liam McK. Evans, also of Virginia, 
and the last surviving member of 
Marey’s Virginia Brigade which fired 
the first and last shot of the three 
days’ engagement here, had written 
Senator John 8. Rice, chairman of 
the Pennsylvania state commission, 
that “if God is willing and we are 
able" they would attend the Re­ 
union.

Washington, Nov. 16 (AP)—A sea­ 
plane basin at lonely Midway island, 
one of the navy’s outposts in the 
north 
Pacific, 
has 
been recom­ 
mended by the chief army engi­ 
neers for use in Pan-American air­ 
ways’ transpacific service. 
Although described by navy offi­ 
cers as primarily a commercial proj­ 
ect, its potential value from the 
standpoint of national defense also 
was stressed. 
A prediction was voiced in other 
well-informed quarters that similar 
developments at Wake island and 
Guam might be proposed later. With 
Midway they form 
the landing 
stages on the Pan-American route 
between Honolulu and the Philip­ 
pines. 
[Associated Press Editor’s Note: 
Japan recently announced its in­ 
tention to open a commercial air 
line to its mandated islands, west­ 
ward of Midway, where large- 
scale commercial harbor develop­ 
ment has been in progress for some 
time.] 
The army engineers surveyed the 
Midway project in compliance with 
a resolution of the House rivers and 
harbors committee, through which 
all appropriations for rivers and 
harbors projects must pass. 
In his recommendation to the 
committee, Major-Gen. Edward M. 
Markham the army engineer chief, 
estimated the cost of the basin at 
$500,000, plus $15,000 annually for 
maintenance.
